FIRE SERVICE 


Fire Calls : 16 calls received jast month were : 3 vehicle fires; 1 chimney fire; 1 
rubbish fire; 1 caravan fire; 2 garage fires; 1 road traffic accident; 1 hedge fire; 3 false 
alarms and 3 calls to stand by at other stations. Total this year 67. 

Training : Alex Douglas is still undergoing his induction training. Unfortunately Karl 
Kennard has left us and returned to Sheffield, a great pity because he was going to give 
24-hour cover. This would have meant that the Station would have been on the run 24 
hours a day nearly all the time. 

Recruiting : Every business in the village should by now have received a letter asking if 
any of their employees might be interested in joining, because it is their properties and 
businesses we are protecting but at the moment we cannot do that during the working 
day due to lack of personnel. Therefore we need the support of employers to release 
people from work because if something were to happen and we were not available due 
to lack of crew members it could take up to 20 minutes for the first fire appliance to 
arrive. During this time a fire would escalate considerably. 

Fire Safety : Over the past few months the Brigade has been called to several rubbish 
bins on fire. These have been against the walls of buildings and the fire has spread to 
the premises. These have mainly been large bins used by businesses and set on fire 
deliberately by other people. The Chief Fire Officer has issued the following advice: 
‘Keep bins away from buildings, and lock and chain them to something so that they 
cannot be moved’. 

We recently attended a garage fire in Mill Close. Fortunately it was spotted early 
enough and the fire did not have a chance to get a hold. | am sure the owners will not 
mind me saying how the fire occurred, in order to prevent the same thing happening to 
anyone else. They had been rubbing down some wooden furniture and treating it with 
teak oil, using cloths and wire wool which were then left in a pile on the garage floor. 
What they did not realise was, when cloths etc. are used with teak oil, linseed oil and 
the like and then left in a pile, a pyrophoric reaction takes place and they self-ignite. 
Therefore if anyone does use the above, be careful where the cloths etc. are put after 
use. Ideally put them in a metal container with a lid and away from other combustible 
materials.

SOHECSCO OOD 


GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST — PARISH AND 
DEANERY MAGAZINES 

May I introduce this month’s Gleanings with a present 
day event. Linda Bloxham, the Organist and Director 
of SS Peter and Paul, has decided,after 6 years of 
faithful service, to move on. So where does a choir, 
feeling bereft and anxious, look for comfort ? Naturally 
in the pages of the above magazines, where the Choir’s 
history, its ups and downs, is recorded from 1879. I 
like to think that certain anthems sung and still sung by 
the Choir, are so deeply ingrained in the Church 
stonework, that, could stones speak, they would be the 
best critics. They might echo the praise recorded at 
Christmas 1892: “that we never remember hearing the 
musical proportions of the Service rendered with so 
much spirit and heartiness and so well.” Or, less 
flattering in 1892: “the singing, upon the whole was 
good, though there were some imperfections.” The 
Choir’s history is not ‘glorious’ as in reaching famous 
heights, but it records a group who share a love of 
church music and who have always been encouraged 
by enthusiastic leaders, from Deddington School’s 
Headmaster, Mr. Manchip, in 1879 to Linda Bloxham 
in 2000. Their music making joined them into a family 
who, generation after generation, not only sang but, 
moving with the times, enjoyed outings and holidays. 
In June 1883 the Choir travelled “in Mr. Howe’s 
famous brake, Mr. Hedge’s wagonette and Mr. 
Thrussell’s dog cart.” In 1995 the same Choir, by 
name, went by coach and cross-channel ferry to sing in 
Holland. As the saying goes,: “Those who wish to sing 
always find a song.” To that I want to add confidently,

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THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for July 1850: 

1st July - Went to Oxford to attend the Quarter Sessions. 

4th July - The papers announced the death of poor Sir Robert Peel, the greatest living 
Statesman at the time of his most melancholy death. He having died from severe internal 
injuries received from a fall from his horse in London on Saturday last. | walked to the timber 
yard twice and to the brick kiln and paid J. Hopcraft some money. 

15 July - | attended the opening of the Crown Court. | heard a case of burglary (two men 
from Milcombe) committed at South Newington - one was convicted and sentenced to 7 years 
transportation, the other was acquitted. 

23 July - Went to St. Martin's Hall, Long Acre, to attend the large Church Meeting - the room 
was filled to overflowing, not less than 1,500 to 1,800 persons being present. The meeting 
lasted nearly 5 hours - ending with the blessing pronounced by the Bishop of Bath and Wells. 
29th July - My brother John and his wife Fanny came to stay and pay us their wedding visit.

Early each summer John Cresswell used to leave five little flower 
pots on my door step. Five sturdy little Sweet Pea plants, hardened a Se

That worked very well, they could be moved, 
watered and dead-headed very easily. For years we had weeks of pleasure from them.

The Sea Holly roots which Oliver Hawes and | bought have finally made an appearance. 
The leaves are large and shiny and we expect great things to happen - like blue thistle 
tops! At the same time Janet Bond's friend came up with a nice rooted specimen of the 
white variety: Miss Willmot's Ghost. This one looks like a survivor. 

The Hydrangea Petiolaris on the wall had grown nicely but the heavy rain and wind have 
brought down another big chunk of it. Once the self-adhesive tendrils are detached you 
can't put them back and we've cut away the loose bits. That's gardening: you lose a 
bit and you win a bit. You look out there smugly and think how delightful it all looks, 
and the next morning you have a dreadful mess. Everything looks squashed, the irises 
are flat on their noses, the pots have been blown over and are smashed and you start 
all over again. Also on the down side is a big Ceanothus which has given up the ghost. 
| am told that these shrubs have a limited life-span, though the seven years quoted to 
me are not born. out by the facts. This one is at least 15 years old. But they are 
beautiful plants and worth replacing.
